EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of a communication network-based method of 
administering a remotely located security system, the method comprising the step of:

the contents of a room in which the detecting security equipment is located.
